“Mother” Davis is 99 today! 

Alyce Shaw Davis, known to 
most people today as “Mother 
Davis,” was born Jan. 4, 1851, on 
a plantation in Warren County, 
the daughter of slaves, Tama and 
Louis Shaw. 

She remembers that her mother 
and father worked in the cotton 
fields of the great plantation and 
she vividly recalls her “Mistress” 
hiding the silver and fine china so 
the Yankees wouldn’t take it. 

“Did the Yankees ever come to 
the plantation, Mother Davis?”

He also was a fine passer and went back to pass on a 
number of plays in his three years with them. 


Kipke Harry Kipke, of Michigan, perhaps the greatest kicker of

one injured arm helpless that day, but on the first punt covered 
he cooled Harry Kipke with a tackle which had that fine gentleman 
taking the ful! two minutes of time. 

Kipke told me later that after Vanderbilt held Michigan at the 
one-foot line after a Michigan first down at the three, that Cappon 
the big fullback came back to him and said, “Harry, why did the 
Old Man schedule a game with these wild men.

_ Jess Neely had an older brother who was a quarterback at 
Vanderbilt in the early days of McGugin, around 1908 and 1909. 
Vanderbilt was playing Michigan even in those days, as well as Yale 
and Carlisle, On Bill Neely’s first trip to Ann Arbor, he was, as 
were the other hewcomers, excited, Like most country boys of the 
time, he had traveled none. Going to Michigan was like going to the 
moon for the boys‘from the middle-Tennessee farms. 

But, it also was going to the land of the wicked persons who had 
unjustly hanged a boy for a spy even though he was wearing the 


-full uniform of a Confederate soldier. In 1908 the feeling was 


rather high as compared with today. There were plenty of veterans 
alive and around Bill Neely’s home town there were men who had 
been friends of Sam Davis and they talked of his hanging with a 
fury which rarely abated. Bill Neely had drunk it in with his milk, 


“so to speak. 


Brother It so happened that he was the only member of a certain 
fraternity §n the team. At Ann- Arbor his fraternity 

mates met him. They had. him around to meet the boys. They 

exchanged the grip and pass word of brothers. ar. 

The Neely’s are traditionally quiet, silent and reserved. But, it 
seemed to the Michigan brothers that the brother from the South 
was unusually so. He was, of course. Inside he was disturbed. It 
didn’t seem right to be accepting courtesies from the Yankees whose 
papas probably had been the very ones who had hanged Sam Davis. 
But, he was a good mannered young man and had been taught to be 
courteous. So; he accepted the attention; eventhough it pained him. 

They did the best they could by him. After the game, which 
Michigan won 24 to 6, Neely was even more sore in body and spirit. 
But that night his brothers in the bond had him to dinner. He ate, 
but had little to say. They didn’t understand it, but they persisted. 

The next morning they were down to the train to see him off. 
Neely was silent and grim. He stood with the others on the back 
platform. As the train pulled away Bill Neely finally spoke. “Good- 
bei you blankety blank Yankees,” he said, and turned back into the 
rain. 

His brothers, the words lost-in the rattle and chuffing of the 
train, waved happily. Their brother had spoken at last.

Speech 


By YOLANDE GWIN | 


An extensive “testing pro- 
gram” which will correct speech 
impediments, and defects such as 
articulation disorders, sutters, 
cleft palates and lip reading is 
now under way in the County 
schools. 

For the first time, the-Jun- 
ior League School for Speech 
Correction is sending a teacher, 
Miss Elizabeth Bush, into the 
county school for the express 
purpose of correcting these diffi- 

culties which exist in an alarm- 
ingly large percentage of young 
children, 

Since she went into the field 
last September, Miss Bush has 
tested the children in the Lena 
Cox, the R. L. Hope, the Roswell 
and the Central Park Schools. 

‘She has found, first, that lisp- 
ing is very common among the 
children with speech difficulties, 
and, second, that there is more 
stuttering among the boys than 
the: girls. 

Stuttering, says Miss Bush, 
caused a great deal of confu- 
sion among the youthful minds, 


and children with this difficulty © 


are always. self-conscious, be- 
come very upset among other 
children when trying to talk and 
are shy and embarrassed. 

One of the methods the young 
teacher employs in her speech 
program is story telling. 

“It is one of the surest: ways 
to get the children’s minds off 
themselves,” she says. “When 
they are being told stories they. 
are interested and forget their 


. shyness and their self-conscious- 


ness and talk. The more they 
talk’ the more they use the 
words which have been more 
difficult to them. Having them 
read poems has proven to be a 
good aid, also.” 
In her work with the chil- 
dren, Miss Bush says that words 
employing most of the sounds 
—such as scratch, drum, throw, 
shoe, soap, etc., are testing 
words for pronunciation. The use 
of mirrors for children to ob- 
‘serve mouth movement has been 
a satisfactory method in all the 
schools. It has been pointed out 
that smaller children have a

Tydings, Assistant District Supervisor of Enforcement, Alcohol 
Tax Unit, Bureau of Internal Revenue, discloses. 

Tydings said his annual report shows 55 percent of still 
seizures in the U. S. were made in Georgia, South Carolina, 
Florida and Alabama. Georgia alone accounted for about one- 
third of the total seizures in this four-State area. 

In the four States, according to Tydings, 3,500 whiskey makers 
and haulers were. jailed last year; 737 vehicles impounded, 
and 4,100 stills smashed. Federal and State ‘“revenuers” 
poured out 60,000 gallons of ready-made liquor and 2,000,000 
gallons of fermenting mash.
